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INTRODUCTION. 


Whfn  we  review  the  remor.e  Histories  of  Grciir  Britain,  and  ilm!  \nini^s  and  facts 
delivered  with  nnhe.s't:itin;^  confidence  and  Chronolo;_sca!  accurarv,  it  seems,  at  first  sic^ht,  an 
unreasonable  degree  ct  skepticism  to  withliold  our  assent  from  rheni.  or  ouestion  their 
•iuthcnticit}'. 

'I  he  ticticious  Mistor\  of  any  Conidry  is  one  of  t'le  necessary  consequences  ot  its  great 
.Antiquity.  (All  races  of  men,  and  all  parts  of  the  globe,  are  eqiially  xAncicnt;  at  least,  we 
believe  so  ;  but  Antiquity  applied  to  a  Family  or  Country  only  exteiids  to  the  period  of  its 
becoming  o!  an  irnportarice  distinct  from  other  parts,  or  from  other  Families.)  But  the  san";e 
reason  does  not  exist  for  a  f.ctitious  accoimt  oi  Fi'i-.iilus.  Tlierc  is  no  inducement,  much  less 
an)-  real  cause,  for  tracii  g  an  individual  Family  any  farther  than  it  can  be  done  with,  some 
degree  of  truth  ;  and  thi.-retore,  diough  vanity  may  sometimes  misrepresent,  or  oral  tradition 
alter  a  tale,  yet.  generally  speaking,  more  credit  is  due  to  the  Recoi-ded  Ilistor}.  of  an  indi- 
vidual bam.'lv  than  even  to  that  ot  the  Country  in  vvldcli  it  has  existed  and  risen  to  im.port- 
ance.  \ot  I'ii'y  is  it  evident  that  tiiere  are  not  tiic  same  causes  ivir  fictitious  Histor\'  wf 
[private  Fanniies,  but  we  know,  from  actu.il  fticrs,  th.atthe  History  of  the  Iiulividual  is  frequent- 
ly/.-vVr  to  tiie  Histories  of  their  Countries,  and  far  more  accurate ;  that  is  to  say,  Genealogy 
and  B;o..,rap!iy  are  more  accurate  and  rw^VKt  Ancient  than  general  History. 

Tl;e  early  History  of  tbie  Bible  is  Htt'e  more  than  that  of  Indivi.dua!  Families  ;  and. 
indeed,  vmtil  s'.>ciety  liecomes  firmly  united,  or  until  wars  take  place,  what  is  the  History  c:  a 
Nation  ?  W'i'  scarcely  know  anything  of  th.e  beginning  of  any  .Ancien.c  City  (v,-e  knov,-  we!! 
enough  ab-out  the  foundation  of  Alexandria  and  of  Con-!.t;i.ntinople  ;  some:It;n^r  cA  tbiat  ol 
Carth.age  ;  cA  Rome  about  as  much  :  but  oi  I'aris.  London,  an^l  others,  ali  tluu  v.e  know  is. 
that  wiien  Record  began  t'-e;.'  w  ere  considerable  Cities),  or  of  tlic  origm  of  any  .\ncie:u  [)uh!ic 
'"st.abiisl-iment,  probably  b.  c:M!-.e  every  Record,  was  neglected  ur,t;!  Jic^^y  became  of  import- 
ance. To  use  a  familiar,  Ijut  ;;n  incorrt'ct  and  significant  exfj.ressioa,  "What  is  everybodv's 
busin'.-ss  is  nobody's  business:"  that  is  to  say.  it  i.5  neglectedi.  The  History  of  a  Society  ''A 
I'l'Mple.  or  of  a  Nation,  at  tiie  b>.:ginning.  cones  under  t!ie  d';scription  of  evervbodv's  busi- 
ness. .All  are  interested  in  it  in  some  degr^re.  but  none  in  .1:1  y  particul.ir  m.anner  ;  whereas 
c.\ -.  History  of  an  individual  I'amily  is  no;  '..verybod\-'s  b.isiness,  and  therefore  it  is  always 
:jo;nebody's  business,  and  is  not  neglected. 
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It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  History  of  Individual  Families  is,  in  rnanv  ca">r:s,  ofrreat^r 
Antiquity,  and  goas  to  a  more  early  period  than  that  of  the  States  to  vAnch  t'uf.'y  belon;.'-, 
which  one,  at  first  si.jht..  would  consider  as  an  assertion   hi;^-hlv  absurd  and  ridiculous. 

In  addition  to  what  has  boun  said  respecting-  the  comparative  Aniiiiiiitv  of  privare 
and  National  History,  it  is  also  to  be  obserxed  that  the  difficulty  of  wriiin.^  rhe  latter  is  so 
much  greater  than  that  of  the  former  that  it  is  mucli  more  likely  to  be  left  undone,  or  at 
least  to  be  badly  performed.  In  recording  tlie  transacdons  ot  an  Individual  Race  rhere  i-  n  i 
difficulty;  a  mere  Register  of  transactions  serves  the  purpose  completely,  aivi  all  those 
transactions  are  known  to  the  compiler  or  collector,  or,  if  v/e  please  to  call  hmi  so,  the  Bio  '- 
rapher  and  Historian  jf  the  Family. 

The  History  of  a  Family  consists  of  a  simple  narration  of  facts  and  transactions  that 
succeed  each  other,  and  can  be  all  known  to  oae  [)erson.  or  a  succ.-s.don  of  per/;ons,  w]iero;is 
the  History  of  a  Nation  comprises  a  great  number  of  facts  and  transactions  not  reo'ulariv 
connected,  known  to  diljcrent  persons,  and  rc-[uiring  ,L,"reat  as;iduitv  to  arrange  in  pro-ser 
order  of  time;  it  i,,  therefore,  a  very  difficult  task,  and  a  great  labor,  wiiiist  the  other  is 
extremely  eas\-. 

Under  all  these  circumstances,  it  is  indisputable  that  the  History  of  pa'-ticuiar  Families 
may  be  expected  to  be  more  Ancient,  as  well  as  more  correct,  th.an  that  of  even  the  Nations 
themselves,  ot  which  they  form  a  small  portion.  Individuals  may.  indeed,  embeiiisii  through 
vanity,  with  greater  facility  and  less  chance  of  detection  ;  but  there  are  not  many  insiances 
in  which  such  practices  may  not  be  discovered  by  an  industrious  Compiler;  and  it  must  be 
ad.nitted  in  favour,  and  much  to  tiie  honour  and  credit  of  Ancient  f-'amflies,  that  there  is  sel- 
dom reason  for  accusing  them  of  vain  exaggeration.  They  do  really  appear  to  have  aim.-d, 
as  far  as  possible,  at  true  narrati\'e,  and  here  it  is  necessary  to  say  something  on  tliat 
-subject. 

Men  who  have  per!ormed  ;jreat  actions  are  very  seldom  disponed  to  boast  or  deceive. 
They  feel  a  great  satisfaction  in  telling  tlie  truth  ;  and  besides  the  contem.pt  and  hatred  which 
■such  men  entertain  for  falsehood,  they  fiel  no  satisfaction  in  boastin^'-  of  what  is  not  true. 
The  men  who  are  inclined  to  boast,  are  sucli  men  as  have  nc.tthing  to  !>o:ist  of;  and  by  these 
means  the  c^'reat  actions  of  Individuals  are  transmitted  to  Posterity  with  a  much  greater 
degree  of  truth  a-;d  accuracy  thai  we  shi'i'd.  without  r.uljc:ion.  be  aot  to  suppose.  (Where 
is  there  more  modj^t  history  than  tli.it  written  by  C^evXr  o\  his  o  vi  w  us  in  Giul.-'  Wlicre 
•do  we  ever  find  an}-  brave  or  great  men  i'j.jiidn^?  Siiakeio  .'a^c,  th  it  inimitabie  painte-  of 
hurfian  nature,  makes  th.e  cow;.r!,i.T  aiway-;  li:>ast,  and  tell  lies,  ;ui  1  the  brave  men  modcstiy 
adhere  to  tlie  trutli.  To  say  t!-.at  S'nk■i^pe-l^e  d^es  so  i-;  ep-iiv  i;e:it  to  proving  tliat  such 
■are  the  true  practices  of  brave  uu  n  .uv.i  <::r.vards.) 

The  very  general  feeling  of  antagu;'i;-in  tliat   h.id  prevailed  nearly  ail  over  tiii.s  counlrv 
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for  a  long  period  ag-ainst  Genealogy,  Family  Anti'iuity,  and  cognate  Subjects,  has  greatly 
disappeared,  and  the  merits  of  such  studies  and  investigations  as  are  required  in  their  pursuit 
is  b'ing  appreciated  and  encouraged. 

It  is  not  a  liitle  remarkable  that  this  cliange  of  feeling  should  have  taken  place  after 
about  the  same  lapse  of  time  from  the  advent  of  the  Puritans  here  as  that  of  William  the 
Conqueror  in  England  ;  the  intermediate  time  in  England  having  ix;en  occupied  in  forming 
tlie  iiiafenals  for  Family  History,  and  the  same  process  has  obtamud  in  this  Country. 

The  great  number  of  inquirers,  and  of  individual  members  of  American  Families,  who 
nave  been  engaged  actively  lor  years  in  gatliering  their  History  and  Pc.ligrce,  has  induced 
die  President  ot  the  '"American  Col'ege  ior  Genealogica.1  Registry  and  Heraldry"  to  com- 
mence a  series  of  Volumes  to  contain  the  History  of  American  PamiHes.  triiced  to  their  pro- 
genitiirs  in  this  country,  ccnibincd  with  their  History  in  and  derivation  from  Fore'gn  Coun- 
tries, in  the  same  manner  as  in  England,  where  Faanly'  Hlst^jV)-  com.prises  the  Historj-  ot 
Great  Britain. 

PVum  the  earliest  ages,  Genealogy  has  occupied  much  of  tiie  attention  of  Mankind, 
and  whether  ft-e  consult  Sacred  or  pro  ane  History,  we  shall  nnd  the  extraction  of  the  Indi- 
vidual a  ways  considered  as  iorming  an  important  object  in  his  History,  and  whilst  tlie 
persona!  History  ol  the  Individual  in  this  Country  has  been  for  a  long  time  considered  as  of 
prima- y  im.portance,  he  has  discovered  th.at  whilst  he  has  been  making  History  for  Ids 
Descendants,  he  has  becon'e  desirous  to  r-btain  a  knowledge  of  his  Ancestors,  to  find  amoni,-- 
them  a  prototype  of  himself  from  whom  he  has  inherited  the  attributes  and  talent  that  havo- 
enabled  him  t'.i  become  eminent  and  wea  thy. 

Although  the  Actions  of  a  man  idmselt  arc  the  truest  proof  of  Merit,  yet  whoever  pavs 
due  attention  to  th.e  natural  sentiments  of  Mankind,  while  he  keeps  clear  of  the  absurd 
prejudice  which  gives  honour  and  respect  to  Exn-acuon  alone,  v>-i!l  acknowledge  tiiat  the 
actions  of  ?dcn  are  not  the  only  ground  ot   respectability  or  estimation  in  this  world. 

Perhaps  the  fair  and  honorable  pride  of  emulating  the  virtues  of  Ancestors  is  one  of  the 
crreatest  recommendations  ol  a  man  who  is  well  descended. 
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I.  Hon.  Nicholas  Snow,  the  prot^enitor 
of  the  Family  in  America,  was  among  the 
earliest  settlers  in  Nev/  Enq^Iaiid. 

Only  thr^e  years  after  the  ship  "  May 
Flower"  had  landed  the  Pilgrims  on  "  Ply- 
mouth Rock."  another  British  ship,  the 
'•  Anne,"  sailed  from  England  early  inthe\ear 
1623.  and  andv-d  at  Piymouth.  Massachusetts, 
inJuK',  with  another  body  of  Puritans,  among 
whom  was  Mr.  Nicholas  Snow.
